Safe sleeping for infants 
is seen as key to decline

Preventable childhood deaths in Ari- 
zona are at their highest level in five 
years, according to an annual study re- 
leased this week. 

That means more than one in four 
childhood deaths in 2016 could have 
been prevented, according to the annu- 
al Arizona Child Fatality Review Pro- 
gram conducted by public-health and 
child-welfare officials. 

In all, 783 Arizonans under age 18 
died last year, from causes ranging from 
medical conditions to motor-vehicle 
crashes to suicides. 

As they do every year, the report’s 
recommendations focus on deaths that 
could have been avoided with more vig- 
ilance or education. In particular, Dr. 
Mary Ellen Rimsza, who oversees the 
program, highlighted the 79 deaths 
traced to unsafe sleeping conditions, 
which occurred primarily with infants. 

“They can be so easily prevented,” 
she said of those deaths, which previ- 
ously have been referred to as crib 
deaths. “These are healthy infants.” 

Accidents accounted for most of the 
preventable deaths. Motor-vehicle 
crashes were responsible for 71 deaths, 
up by 42 percent from 2015. Drowning

Drone carrying 
drugs, phones 
crashes in yard 
of state prison

An attempt to deliver a load of drugs 
and cellphones to inmates at an Arizo- 
na prison failed when the drone carry- 
ing the contraband crashed in a yard 
accessible only to correctional officers, 
the Arizona Department of Correc- 
tions said. 

The department said Thursday it is 
still trying to determine who was be- 
hind the botched delivery Sept. 24. 

It was the first known incident in- 
volving a drone at an Arizona state 
prison, according to department 
spokesman Andrew Wilder. 

A homemade aerial drone flew over 
Arizona State Prison Complex-Lewis 
in Buckeye in the early morning and 
crashed in a security zone inaccessible
